over printing contracts that on more 
than one occasion, the Albany Jour- 
nal in which Mr. Barnes is repre- 
sented, received a percentage from 
Albany printing concerns to which 
it 'farmed out" contracts. 


Justice Wm. S. Andrews, presiding 


at the trial, has pointed out, howev- 
er, that Mr. Barnes as a stockholder 
In the Journal company is not re- 
sponsible for the acts of that corpo- 
ration.

Unless Mr. Barnes himself is in 


same manner actually connected with 
the securing and execution of con- 
tracts, it is possible, the court has 
intimated, that all testimony regard- 
ing the printing situation in Albany, 
may be stricken from the records.

Torpedoing of An American Steamer 


Has Brought About a Situation 


That Is Considered Very Critical

Washington, May 3.—The United 


States government 
today 
awaited 


the results of an investigation into 
the case of American steamer Gulf- 
light reported to have been 
torpe- 


doed with the loss of her captain 
and some members 
of 
her 
crew. 


Pending the development of the offi- 
cial facts, however, no action will bo 
taKen. 


The reported attack on the Gulf- 


light continued today to arouse of- 
ficial Washington. As viewed here the 
occurrence is regarded as a 
very 


serious matter and as one calling for 
some kind of representations to be 
made to the German government by 
the United States. 
Officials, how- 


ever, decline to discuss the character 
of these representations. 


In official circles, it was thought 


that the inquiry probably would dis- 
close the fact that the attack on the 
American vessel was an accident and 
not deliberate. In that event, it was 
considered likely 
that 
no 
action 


would be taken by 
the 
American 


government, beyond a demand for 
damages. 


The United States sometime ago in 


a note to Germany, in reply to the 
German proclamation of a war zone 
around the British Isles and Ireland, 
said that it would hold Germany, "to 
a strict accountability" for loss of 
American lives or vessels. 


The inquiry which will be made 


through American diplomatic chan- 
nels, will be directed with a view to 
ascertaining the manner of the tor- 
pedoing of the Gulflight and to fix- 
ing the responsibility for the attack. 
It is believed that several days will 
be required to complete the investi- 
gation. 


Secretary Bryan said that a thor- 


ough inquiry would be made but that 


before official reports were received 
the Washnmton government would 
make no comment.

of 


military service to live in conditions 
that precluded the maintenance of 
their accustomed habits. 


Engaged in the work of savages,

of typhus are multiplying the more 
because for generations they
